Another bill would re- 
quire an automobile owner to se- 
cure an entirely new _ personal 
liability insurance policy following 
each accident.

The Grand Prize of America 

T IS a peculiarly felicitous action that the American Auto- 
mobile Association has taken in renaming the Memorial 
Day Sweepstakes Indianapolis the Grand Prize of 
America. Beyond any question this 500-mile annual race at 
the Hoosier capital is the motor racing classic of the western 
hemisphere. It is fitting that the event should be placed in 
its rightful place beside the French, Belgian and other Grand 

Prize races, which, in many ways, it overshadows. 

The Grand Prize of America is a fairly ancient event, 
as such things go, especially in the automotive field. It dates 
back to 1911 when Ray Harroun, now a well-known engineer, 
won the event in his single-seated Marmon Wasp. Back in 
that year of innocence, with the World War still three peace- 
ful years ahead of us, we were thrilled when an American 
piloted an American car home ahead of a great field of 
contestants. 

In later years this great 500-mile eontest was to furnish 
other thrills. We were to see Ralph De Palma, leading by ten 
miles and only two miles from the finish, suddenly eliminated 
by a broken connecting rod and watch him try to push his 
car home, only to see the other drivers flash past him for 
the rich prize that had seemed in his grasp. We were to see 
splendid teams of foreign cars, Peugeot, Delage, Mercedes, 
enter for the greatest purse offered to motor race drivers, 
and in some instances carry off the big prize. We were to see 
the size of the racing car engines reduced from the 447 cubic 
inches of Harroun’s Marmon to the 90 inches of the present 
day speed wasps. 

And yet, with this reduction, we have seen the speed of 
these tiny, well-balanced and carefully engineered vehicles | 
increase year by vear. If we have given any thought to the 
matter we should have noted that here was the real con- 
tribution of motor racing to the automotive industry. The 
experimenting that has increased speed while reducing 
engine capacity has later been reflected in the cars we drive. 

Fittingly the Automobile Association cf America is to 
donate a trophy as a permanent award to the winning 
driver in the Grand Prize of America. We shall look for 
even more notable competition in this American classic | 
motor contest. |

Pushing Prosperity 

OICING the suggestion that it is sometimes possible to 

push prosperity too hard, the National Bank of Com- 

merce in New York, in a recent bulletin, says: ‘For the first 
half of 1929, it is said industrial operating schedules have 
been set at the highest levels ever considered feasible for an 
opening half-year. There is not yet any tangible evidence 
that they have been put too high. That is a question that 
only experience can answer.” 

At the present time the automobile market never looked 
better. The country prosperous, interest in the new 
models is high and it looks as if the domestic market were 
capable of absorbing somewhat more than its recent quota 
of cars. Naturally, the manufacturers, sensing the situation, 
are preparing to take the utmost advantage of it that 
prudence will allow. 

All of them are going to press the market, and produc- 
tion schedules undoubtedly will be heavy during the first 
six months. Competition will be keen and all producers will 
try to market as many units as quickly as possible to fore- 
stall possible loss of customers to a rival. 

In all this there is only one slight cause for apprehen- 
sion. Suppose the manufacturers pressing prosperity 
during the first half of the year fill a disproportionate 
quota of the whole year’s demands? The result would 
be a lack of balance in production, that has certain obvious 
ill effects on the industry. We can only hope that pro-

COMPULSORY INSURANCE 
UP IN WASHINGTON 


Olympia, Wash., Feb. 4.—Two 
bills have been introduced in the 
state Legislature providing for 


compulsory motor vehicle accident 


insurance under the state su- 
pervision. 
One bill, that introduced in the 


Senate by Senator Paul Houser of 
King county, would create a traffic 
accident fund and a traffic reserve 
fund, the latter to be invested in 
securities. The State Department 
of Labor and Industries would ad- 
minister the fund. The bill pro- 
vides that at the time of purchas- 
ing a motor vehicle license an addi- 
tional fee of $5 would be paid by 
motorcycle owners; $10 for private 
automobiles; $15 for trucks and $25 
for buses. The widow of a person 
killed in an accident would receive 
a monthly pension of $35; $12.50 
monthly for the youngest child 
$7.50 for the next child and $5 for 
each additional child. A scale of 
compensation also is provided for 
orphan children, permanent total 
disability, partial total disability 
and loss of limbs 

The other bill, 
in the lower house of the state 
Legislature by Representative Sam 
W. Webb of Spokane, would make 
mandatory payment of a premium 
to the state automobile fund to be 
used toward payment of claims 
This would be paid at the time of 
application for automobile license. 
Fees would be the same as in the 
Houser bill. The bill provides for 
creation of a state automobile board 
under the State Department of 
Public Works. The board would con- 
sist of three members, including the 
director of the Department of Pub- 
lic Works, the license director, and 
a third man to be appointed by the 
governor. The offices of the board 
would be in Olympia The board 
would pass on all claims for indem- 
nity for injuries or deaths resulting 
from automobile accidents The 
minimum payment would be $8 
weekly for total disability; $5 
weekiy for partial disability, and 
$1,000 for death The maximum 
payment for any purpose would be

BILL WOULD INCREASE 
3AS TAX IN WASHINGTON 


Seattle, Wash., Feb. 4.—The state 
Legislature is now in the routine of 
law making and one of the first 
measures to be introduced is to in- 
crease the state gas tax from 2 to 
3 cents per gallon. Gov. Hartley, 
in his message, opposed an increase 
in this tax. The additional cent 1s 
propesed to be given to counties, on 
the basis of car registration, to be 
used in county road building and 
upkeep. 

Some oppesition on the part of 
the press has been developed over 
the proposal to limit the number of 
gas service stations by the passage 
of a law requiring a certificate of 
“public convenience and necessity.” 
However, sentiment seems to favo! 
a higher license for gas pumpers 
which would have a tendency to 
keep down the excess of stations. 

Seattle is still in the throes of a 
gas war, with prices dropping, in 
some localities. to as low as 15's 
cents. The posted price is 20'. cents 


WOULD ADD NEW LEVY 


ON BUS LINES IN S. C. 


Columbia, 8S. C., Feb. 4.—Con- 
tending that it is unfair to the rail- 
roads to provide arteries of trans- 
portation for motor vehicles at pub- 
lic expense and then tax the rail- 
roads to help their competitors, an 
extra tax on buses, trucks and other 
vehicles transporting passengers and 
freight over the highways is pro- 
pesed by the state tax commission. 

Automobile men are puzzled, it is 
said, as to how an extra tax on the 
mctor vehicle will help the railroads. 
It is pointed out that the proposed 
tax will not go to the railroads, but 
to the state’s general tax fund, and 
the small amount of revenue the

Request of Postmaster

In the 
first case the truck operators may 
regard their spare parts inventory 
and the cost of carrying it as an 
insurance against heavy “break 
down” or “out-of-service” costs. 
| Nevertheless, the greater the diver- 
|sity in their equipment and trucks, 
the greater the cost to them of 
such insurance. This lack of ade- 
quate interchangeability is a very 
expensive “insurance” indeed! 

On the other hand, if the truck 
operators do not maintain a full 
spare parts stock, but depend in an 
emergency on the equipment maker 
for “quick delivery,” there is the 
risk that the latter may not have 
; the parts in stock, and consequent- 
ly a delay in delivery may occur 
that increases the “out-of-service” 
cost to the operators. To obviate 
this difficulty, the operators some- 
times make the necessary repairs 
| with their own facilities or with the 
aid of local job shops. 

This lack of quick replacement 
results in a diversion of spare parts 
business from the original equip- 
| ment maker, and this diversion, plus 
the relatively high cost of manufac- 
| turing non-current parts a few at a 
| time, tends to raise the cost to the 
users to a point where they are un- 
willing to pay the manufacturer's 
| price, and in such cases will try to 
| find some cheaper way out, say, by 
| making the repairs themselves.
